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Residents hit out 
at aircraft misery

“LOW-FLYING” United States Air 
Force (USAF) planes are making 
people’s lives a misery. 

That’s the message from residents 
in Ely and the surrounding area who 
say planes from RAF Mildenhall are 
flying “too low” over the city - and 
too frequently. 

They say the noise is “unbearable” and 
insist the planes should not be flown over 
built-up areas. 

Some residents even believe the planes 
are putting Ely Cathedral at risk - although 
cathedral bosses are adamant the planes 
pose no threat. 

Rosemary Hutchinson, of Ely’s 
Cambridge Road, said: “Things are getting 
worse. The planes are flying lower, they 
seem to be louder and they are flying over 
the city more often than ever before. 

“They are unbearable - and I know it’s 
not just me who is sick of it. 

“It wouldn’t surprise me if these planes 
end up contributing to further damage of 
the cathedral’s stonework - the rumbling is 
bound to make it crumble.” 

Another worried resident, Michael 
Carter, of New Barns Road, said: “I’m sure 
there were new rules introduced a few 
years ago that stopped these planes flying 
so close to our city centre.

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Tribute paid 
to dead 
student 

THE body of a man discovered 
in a field in Ely has been 
named by police as Toby 
William Thorn. 

Mr Thorn, 23, of Larkfield 
Road, Ely, was found by 
members of the public lying in 
a field off Lynn Road in Ely. 

His cause of death is yet to be 
ascertained, but it is believed 
Mr Thorn committed suicide. 

Mr Thorn was a student at 
Anglia Ruskin University in 
Cambridge. 

Elaine Brown, Toby’s tutor, 
said: “Toby was friendly and 
well-liked and we are shocked 
and saddened to hear of his 
death. 

“Academic staff and the 
chaplain have been told and 
are providing support for 
Toby’s friends.” 

Police officers and forensic 
teams arrived on the field at 
around 3.30pm on Sunday, July 
10 after his body was 
discovered and cordoned off 
the area. 

The matter has now been 
passed onto the coroner and 
an inquest into his death was 
opened and adjourned last 
Thursday. 

It is believed Mr Thorn’s 
family were from London and 
that he was lodging at the 
address in Larkfield Road while 
he completed his studies.

MoD deny 
military jets 
‘flying low'

“It’s not on - they are flying too 
low and too often. It’s hard to 
hear yourself think at times.” 

However, the Ministry of 
Defence (MoD) insists the 
planes are not low-flying and 
bosses at Ely Cathedral say 
they are not concerned. 

Jane Kennedy, surveyor to 
the fabric at the cathedral, 
said: “We carry out regular 
checks on environmental 
concerns such as aircraft 
activity and recent studies 
indicate that there is no 
evidence of damage to the 
cathedral building from the 
noise of military aircraft flying 
over Ely.” 

A spokeswoman for the 
MoD said that in the past five 
years, 42 complaints had been 
received from Ely. 

She said: “First of all, aircraft 
do not fly low over Ely. 

“The flightpath from RAF 
Mildenhall, which is taken 
from the centreline of Runway 
11, passes 400 yards to the 
south of Ely Cathedral, at 
which point the aircraft are no 
lower than 2,300 ft. “ 

John Harrison, cathedral 
administrator, added: “We 
work very closely with USAF 
and we have always found 
them to be extremely 
cooperative.” 
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Publican hits out 
over seating rule 


A PUB landlord has 
been forced to remove 
outdoor tables and 
seats in a courtyard - 
because council chiefs 
insist the area is a 
public highway. 

Gary Thomson, landlord of 
The Hereward pub in Market 
Street, Ely, applied for an 
extension to his alcohol 
licence to East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council earlier 
this year. 

He wanted to create an 
extra outdoor seating area by 
putting tables and chairs 
outside the pub’s side 
entrance in Chequers Lane, 
and after gaining the 
extension to his licence he 
did just that.

But now Cambridgeshire 
County Council has told Mr 
Thomson to remove the seats 
and tables because they are 
blocking the highway - 
despite there being an 
existing seating area and trees 
in Chequers Lane. 

Mr Thomson said: “I can’t 
believe it. 

“It seems there are some 
rules for one and other rules 
for another. 

“I was given permission by 
the district council - surely 
the county council should 
have spoken up then? 

“Chequers Lane is not a 
road - there is an existing 


seating area and a tree in the 
middle of it. 

“If my tables are blocking 
the highway, then surely they 
are, too? 

“Customers are so 
disappointed and so are we. 

“Chequers Lane is so 
overlooked by people as well 
- the outdoor seating area 
made it look more appealing 
and welcoming to passers by.” 

The county council has 
confirmed that the pub’s 
alcohol licence was extended 
by the district council - but 
they insist it does not give Mr 
Thomson permission to put 
tables and chairs outside. 

A county council spokes¬ 
man said: “The pub was 
granted an extension to its 
alcohol licence by East 


Cambridgeshire District 
Council to cover the area in 
Chequers Lane. 

“This allows people using 
that area to take their drink 
outside with them - but it 
does not give the pub 
permission to put tables and 
chairs in that area. 

“Chequers Lane is 
designated highway, covered 
by a traffic regulation order, 
allowing it to be used by 
vehicles making deliveries to 
shops in the area, emergency 
service vehicles and other 
vehicles using the lane to 
reach available parking 
places. 

“Tables and chairs at this 
location would have blocked 
the highway and, as such, 
could not be permitted.”

Inspector Robin Sissons, 
sector inspector in Ely, 
said: “If this was happening 
in Cambridgeshire, then I 
can assure you we would 
know about it. 

“I truly believe these are 
rumours which are 
spiralling out of control 
because of the internet. 
Obviously, parents need to 
be vigilant but I am urging 
people not to panic. 

“If people do see any 
suspicious vehicles or 
suspicious activity they 
must report it to us 
immediately. 

“If this was happening in 
Cambridgeshire, it would 
certainly receive our full 
attention.”

“They won’t do this by ticking boxes, 
following rules or striving to achieve 
Government funded enterprise 
qualifications - they’ll do this by doing 
what feels right, what their peers agree is 
right and what I’m pretty certain will, in 
the fullness of time, be proved to be 
right.” 

Candidates are required to make an 
initial commitment of £150 and the 
assessments will take place throughout 
july and August. Once accepted, they 
pay £100 per month for the duration of 
the 10-month course. The academy’s 
intake will be strictly limited to 100 
places.

SHOALS of feet-sucking, 
dry skin-scoffing fish 
can now be found in Ely.

Io Chapman, owner of 
Holistic Fields, said: “There 
are a lot of people who are 
worried that it will tickle too 
much or that they won’t like it. 

“But I haven’t heard from 
one person yet who didn’t like 
it. 

“It does take a few seconds 
to get used to but once the fish 
have started feeding it’s 


actually extremely relaxing. 

“These fish have been doing 
this for centuries - there’s 
nothing new about it. 

“And for those worried 
about hygiene - the filters in 
the tanks work 16 times every 
hour and we carry out a foot 
consultation to check for 
verrucas and open wounds 
before people put their feet in. 

“Your feet feel amazing 
almost instantly.”

Man admits 
sex crime 
with girl, 8 


A MAN has walked 
free from court, 
despite pleading 
guilty to engaging in 
sexual activity with 
an 8-year-old girl. 

Marcin Gamus, 31, was 
given a three-year com¬ 
munity order and ordered 
to attend a sex offenders’ 
treatment programme for 
inappropriately touching 
the youngster in Stretham. 

Cambridge Crown 
Court heard that the 
offences were committed 
between October 2009 and 
April last year. 

The court was told that 
on three separate occa-

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sions Gamus inappro¬ 
priately kissed and 
touched the youngster. 

Christopher Morgan, 
prosecuting, said: “The 
defendant accepts he 
kissed her on the neck 
with his lips and then 
made his way down her 
body by touching her and 
blowing on her.” 

John Kirkpatrick, mit¬ 
igating on behalf of 
Gamus, said there was no 
sexual motivation as far as 
his client was concerned. 

Judge Jonathan 


Haworth, sentencing, told 
Gamus: “You have pleaded 
guilty to a serious offence 
of sexual activity with a 
child. 

“You assert in your plea 
that there was no ulterior 
motive in what you did but 
the fact remains that this 
touching was patently 
capable of being sexual 
touching.” 

The judge decided that 
the five months Gamus 
had already been in 
custody since his arrest 
was sufficient and handed 
him the community order 
with a supervision 
requirement. 

He must also sign the 
sex offenders’ register.

Local residents have been very 
annoyed that progress has been so 
slow since Ashwell went bust. The 
buffer strip is part of a safe route to St 
John’s School, which should be 
available for many pupils from 
Collier Close, Brooke Grove and other 
roads nearby. It is also part of a route 
for joggers and dog walkers. I have 
been exerting pressure to move this 
to the top of the council’s list of 
priorities and I shall not relax, 
however, until the roads have been 
adopted by the county council.

Builders have started 
refurbishment work at Iniquity, 
in Forehill, and it is hoped the 
club will re-open at the end of 
next month. 

Former Metropolitan Police 
officer, Michael Binks, has taken 
over the lease of the club and 
will be re-naming it lar lar’s. 

Mr Binks also hopes to open 


the club seven nights a week - 
and he could make it open to 
over-2 Is only. 

Mr Binks said: “We’re doing 
up the whole place and hope to 
re-open at the end of August. 
The plan is to make the club a 
real hub of the community so 
that it can be open seven nights 
a week for band nights, comedy 
nights, speed-dating events and 
much more. 

"I’m also considering making 


it open to over-21s only, 
although that is not definite at 
this stage." 

Iniquity opened last lune after 
former owner Shaun Hammett 
spent almost £50,000 refur¬ 
bishing it. However, he decided 
to sell the club due to 
“unforeseen circumstances” 
and the lease was available for 
£30,000. Iniquity’s current hours 
are Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday, 9pm-2am. 


Bypass cash 
drive begins 


PLANS to build a multi¬ 
million pound southern 
bypass in Ely have taken 
another major leap 
forward. 

fust a fortnight after council 
bosses and MPs said that 
hopes of building the facility 
“will become a reality” 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council has announced that 
the project has been iden¬ 
tified as one of its key tran¬ 
sport priorities. 

The county council and the 
Greater Cambridge Greater 
Peterborough Local Enter¬ 
prise Partnership say they will 
now work to develop a 
funding package to deliver the 
bypass. 

Members of the City of Ely 
Council, the county council 
and East Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC) 
recently joined forces to 
discuss the future of the 
bypass and how best to 
reduce congestion at Ely’s 
notorious railway crossing. 

Councillors believe the best 
solution would be to build a 
500m viaduct over the River 
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Great Ouse and the rail lines, 
avoiding the King School Ely’s 
playing fields. 

They say that by taking 
traffic out of the station area, 
the project would also enable 
regeneration of the south of 
Ely to create an “economic 
hub”. 

County Cllr Ian Bates, 
cabinet member for growth 
and planning, said: “We 
discussed the importance of 
setting in motion the work to 
deliver a project which is 
estimated to cost £28million. 

“But we conservatively 
estimate this investment 
would be dwarfed by the long 
term benefits which are both 
local and national in nature. 

“The project is one of our 
main transport priorities as 
we continue to show that 
Cambridgeshire is open for 
business.” 

Earlier this year, the district 
council’s Conservative 
members launched an online 
campaign, Ely Needs a 


Southern Link Road Now. 

More than 300 people have 
signed the petition so far. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, leader of 
ECDC, said: “This project is 
gathering momentum. 

“There is a growing belief 
that this scheme is deliverable 
and will enhance the long 
term prosperity of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire - as no longer will 
traffic crossing our county 
grind to a halt at Ely. 

“Our job now is to deliver 
on the fine words and 
enthusiasm which we have 
seen in recent months and I 
think we all growing in 
confidence that we can 
succeed.” 

Community leaders have 
been calling for a bypass for 
years. 

Now the Department for 
Transport has approved plans 
to upgrade the rail freight 
route between Felixstowe and 
Nuneaton, sending more 
trains through Ely, they say 
the need for the bypass is 
greater than ever.

Council building 
plan for cemetery 


COUNCILLORS want to 
erect a building on Ely 
Cemetery for their 
workmen to use. 

The City of Ely Council has 
applied for planning 
permission to build a 
workshop and storage 
building on the cemetery in 
New Barns Avenue. 

The application comes just 
months after the council’s 
hopes of relocating its offices 
to the cemetery were 
snubbed. 

Councillors had drawn up 
plans to build new offices, a 
workshop and storage 
building on the cemetery and 
were hoping to move there 
from their site in Market 
Street.

But members of East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s planning 

committee branded the 
design as “hideous” and said 
the proposed building looked 
“like a garden shed”. 

Four of the city council’s 
own members had also 
expressed concern about the 
design. 

However, city councillor 
lohn Yates, the mayor of Ely, 
said the new plans do not 
include building council 
offices on the land and that 
the proposed building is only 
for cemetery workmen to use. 

Mr Yates said: “These new 


plans are only for a workshop 
and storage building to be 
built on the cemetery. 

“If approved, it would be a 
facility for our cemetery 
workforce to use. 

“We believe it is essential 
for a workshop to be built at 
the site for our cemetery 
workmen. 

“This application does not 
relate to the previous 
proposals, which were 
rejected.” 

The council’s hopes of re¬ 
locating offices were dashed 
by the district council in 
April. 

The majority of city council 
members said the new multi¬ 
purpose building would have 
provided more space, 
including a visitors’ room, 


offices, staff rest room, 
visitors’ toilets and a 
storage/workshop area. 

They also claimed the 
location is more accessible to 
the public and would give the 
council a “unique identity”. 

But district councillors 
refused the application, 
insisting the design of the 
buildings were “ugly” and 
“strange”. 

Since the decision, the city 
council has been looking at 
other places where it could 
move its offices to, including 
the vacant Ely Magistrates’ 
Court in Lynn Road. 

Mr Yates said: “We are 
currently looking at all the 
options available to us. 

“We will let the public know 
as and when things develop.” 


Bee group buzzing after landing lottery funds award 


A CONSERVATION 
group has been 
awarded a grant worth 
more than £3,000 to 
help boost the 
country’s declining 
honey bee population.

The money will be 
used to build an apiary, 
otherwise known as a 
facility for beehives to 
be kept, and to install 
two beehives in the 
village’s nature reserve, 
located off Hurst Lane. 


Tim fames, a mem¬ 
ber of the volunteers, 
said: “This is fantastic 
news for us and the 
whole of East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

“In addition to fur¬ 
ther diversifying the 
benefits of the conser¬ 
vation area, we see this 
as an opportunity to do 
what it can to help 


offset the decline in the 
country’s honey bee 
population. 

“Work to develop 
plans for the project is

A NEW dragonfly pond 
has officially opened at 
the Wildfowl and Wetlands 
Trust (WWT) inWelney. 

Wardens and resear¬ 
chers at the reserve hope 
the pond will enable 
visitors to get up close to 
more than 20 species of 
dragonfly and damselfly 
that live on the wetlands. 

Species include the rare 
scarce chaser, which is 
only found in a handful of 
sites in the UK. 

A spokeswoman for the 
reserve said: “It is only 
through the kind 
donations left to the 
Welney centre that 
projects such as this are 
able to be developed. 

“The reserve at Welney 
held a special place in the 
hearts of John Bush and 
Pat Newark and it is 
wonderful that, as a result 
of this habitat creation, 
they will be remembered 
here for years to come. 

“The donations, sup¬ 
port of the Friends of 
Welney group and time 
given by our volunteers 
have enabled us to create 
this area complete with 
interpretation aiding 
identification of the 
different species and an 
all access picnic bench.

All change for 
public toilets 

Former loos to become grit store for winter roads 


PUBLIC toilets which 
have stood derelict for 
almost 20 years are to be 
given a new lease of life. 

But people won’t be able to 
spend a penny in them. 

Littleport Parish Council has 
reached an agreement with 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
to buy the old toilet building 
and surrounding land, adjacent 
to the village’s High Street and 
Hempfield Road. 

The parish council will pay 
the market value of £4,000 for 
the toilets, which have been 
boarded up since the 1990s. 

The council’s plan is to use the 
building to store grit for the 
winter roads programme - 
although further investigations 
will be carried out. 

The land surrounding the 
building will be also be main¬ 
tained as a community park 
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area. 

The deal was brokered 
following the intervention by the 
local county councillor for 
Littleport, Fred Brown, and the 
leader of the county council, Nick 
Clarke, who rather than see the 
site auctioned off felt there could 
be a use for the site which would 
benefit the community. 

Cllr Brown said: “I think all of 
us who know Littleport are aware 
of the old toilets in the town 
which have stood unused for too 
long. 

“We are very pleased to have 
found a solution with the county 
council to buy assets which are 
set to be of great benefit to the 
village. 

“The parish council will be 
helping with winter gritting this 


year so we need to store bags of 
grit in a dry and convenient 
place. 

“The toilet block is just the job 
and the pocket park is well used 
and well liked, so I am sure the 
whole community will benefit 
from this investment.” 

The site was originally bought 
under compulsory purchase 
powers to widen Hempfield Road 
in the 1930s and the toilets were 
then built on the land which was 
superfluous to needs. 

The winter gritting programme 
is where the county council 
provides training for the parish’s 
outdoor staff to grit pavements in 
designated area during icy 
conditions. 

Cllr Clarke said: “It is great 
news that by working with and 
listening to the needs of the local 
community we are bringing back 
into use a building which can be 
of real benefit to the residents.”

A GROUP of stu¬ 
dents will be leaving 
their home comforts 
behind and travel¬ 
ling to Romania to 
work with aban¬ 
doned children.

School given 
Ofsted praise 


A VILLAGE primary school 
which was urged to make 
drastic improvements by 
Government inspectors 
has been praised for its 
efforts. 

Last year, Sutton C of E 
Primary School was told by 
Ofsted to make “significant 
improvements” and that pupils 
were not achieving the results 
they should have been. 

But after visiting the school 
last month, inspectors say the 
school has made rapid and 
sustained improvement and that 
it is now on a “secure trajectory 
of improvement”. 

Their report said: “Since the 
last inspection the quality of 
teaching in the core subjects of 
English, mathematics and 
science has been strengthened 
significantly. 

“Achievement is good because 
all groups of pupils, including 
those with special educational 
needs and/or disabilities, make 
good progress in lessons and 
over time.” 
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The inspectors particularly 
highlighted the work of the Early 
Years Foundation Stage. 

They said: “Children make 
good progress during the 
Reception Year because teaching 
is consistently good and often 
outstanding, particularly in the 
teacher-led sessions.” 

They said the promotion of 
equality of opportunity was at 
the heart of the school’s work 
and that pupils had good 
behaviour and good social and 
moral development. 

The report particularly praised 
the work of headteacher Gill 
Gilbert, her staff and governors 
for their work in raising 
standards at the school. 

Inspectors said: “The head 
teacher has effectively galvan¬ 
ized the collective efforts of all 
staff so that improvements are 
driven by leaders and managers 
at every level. 

“There has been significant 


improvement to all aspects of 
the school’s provision. 

“The head teacher has led the 
school’s recovery with deter¬ 
mination and energy, and has 
skillfully delegated responsibility 
to the very capable team of 
middle leaders who drive 
improvement well.” 

The school was encouraged to 
improve the impact of marking 
and review and strengthen wider 
curriculum provision. 

Ms Gill Gilbert said: “We are all 
delighted with the inspectors’ 
findings, which are a welcome 
confirmation of the progress that 
the school has been making 
since our previous inspection in 
March 2010. 

“To be judged good with 
outstanding features is a 
satisfying recognition of the hard 
work that everyone - pupils, staff 
and governors have undertaken 
since March 2010. 

“I’d also like to thank the many 
parents who have supported the 
school in its quest to raise 
standards and improve the 
outcomes for all pupils.”

Council calls a halt on 
can recycling points 



Metal waste:

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METAL can recycling 
banks are to be tem¬ 
porarily removed from all 
recycling points in East 
Cambridgeshire. 

The district council is being 
forced to take away the can 
banks following the withdrawal 
of the service by the authority’s 
contractor, Viridor. 

Council bosses say the cost of 
hiring a third party to empty the 
banks would be too expensive 
and that the best solution is to 
temporarily remove them. 

Residents are being assured 
that they will still be able to 
recycle their cans via their 
kerbside collections - and that it 


is only the can banks which are 
being removed. 

Waste and recycling officers 
are currently working on a new 
contract and are hopeful the 
service can be reinstated by the 
autumn. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chairman 


of the council’s community and 
environment sub-committee, 
said: “No one likes to remove a 
service even when it is only be 
for a few weeks but, unfor¬ 
tunately, we are having to take 
out the can banks for a short 
period. 


“However, I would like to 
reassure residents that they are 
still able to recycle their tins and 
cans via their kerbside recycling 
collection service. 

“We recycle over 88 per cent 
of cans through kerbside 
collection and we are working to 
reintroduce the service as soon 
as possible.” 

The banks will be removed 
over the next fortnight. 

The news comes just a week 
after the council announced 
kerbside collections of plastic 
bottles could be brought back in 
a bid to improve the district’s 
poor recycling rates. 

The council is currently only 
encouraging residents to recycle 
37.03 per cent of their waste. 

The figure, which has been 
low for some years, makes East 


Cambridgeshire the worst place 
for recycling in the region and 
178th place out of 325 waste 
collection authorities in 
England. 

Waste and recycling chiefs are 
now reviewing its current waste 
procedures - over the next four 
years. 

Cllr Hobbs said: “We know we 
have a number of challenges to 
meet from improving our 
recycling rate from just over 37 
per cent to reintroducing plastic 
recycling collection by 2015. 

“These are all issues which we 
plan to deliver with our new 
contract.”

Set in a chequered land¬ 
scape of farmers’ fields, it is a 
place of special charm, 
known throughout East 
Anglia for its magnificent 
sunrises and sunsets in spring 
and autumn, and prized by 
anglers and ramblers for its 
serenity. 

The peaceful village hasn’t 
always been so tranquil - in 
1816 it was the site of the 
Littleport Riots, which 
resulted from exhausted 
soldiers from the Battle of 
Waterloo returning home to 
find grain prices had gone up 
and that there was no work 
available. Frustrated and 
angry, they took to the streets 
and smashed up numerous 
buildings, including the 
registers of the local church. 

In fact, St George’s current 
registers now start in the 
1700s, despite the building 
dating back to the 14th 
century. 

This sense of rebellion may 


well have influenced trade in 
the 1970s, as from 1979-1983 
Jim Burns guitars (as used by 
Billy Bragg) were made in 
Padnal Road. 

The village has a strong 
sense of community, with the 
Littleport Society boasting 
1,300 members all dedicated 
to preserving the area, as well 
as organising talks and 
musical performances. 

To watch or even take part 
in a production, the Littleport 
Players hold regular auditions 
for their various shows - with 
Alice in Wonderland in the 
pipeline this winter. 

It also has a primary 
school, a brass band, a pony 
club, various sports teams 
and clubs and an annual 
country show, so there’s 
plenty to see and do, whether 
you are passing through or 
looking to make it your home. 

The village has its own 
sports and fitness centre, with 
two big halls catering for 
indoor football, badminton, 
aerobics, gymnastics and 
martial arts. There is also a 
fitness suite, and a floodlit all- 
weather court for tennis and 
football, as well as 36 acres of 
playing fields.

Horse-riding, cycling and 
angling are popular pursuits, 
and there are lots of places for 
a leisurely stroll - there are 
two town trails, one following 
the route taken by the 
Littleport Rioters in 1816 and 
the other hugging the river 
near the spot where the 
Oxford-Cambridge Boat race 
ended in the 1940s. The river 
itself has 100 metres of 
moorings with space for 
nearly 50 boats, and there is a 
public picnic site there too. 

There are excellent 
transport links, including a 
station on the main line from 
King’s Lynn to London King’s 
Cross, which takes around an 
hour and a quarter to reach 
the capital. There are bus 
services to Cambridge and 
Ely, as well as easy access to 
the A10. 

If it’s a day’s shopping 
you’re after, there are great 
deals to be had at the 
Littleport Bargain Centre. On 
the main street there is a Co¬ 
op convenience store along 
with a post office, bank, 
newsagent, butcher, baker, 
chemist, hardware store, 
electrical dealer, and 
hairdresser. There is a shop 


for fishing tackle and another 
for cycles, as well as a garage 
that also sells petrol. 

After refuelling with some 
battered cod and chips at the 
Catherine Fish Shop, get a gift 
for Fido or Felix at Colbys Pet 
Food and Supplies on Granby 
Street, where you’ll find all 
major brands of pet toys and 
food, as well as live bait for 


any reptilian pets. 

Make sure to visit the 
village’s colourful weekly 
market, before stopping for a 
drink at the Swan Restaurant 
and Bar. The village has a 
large, free car park to make 
your trip even more straight 
forward, so there’s no excuse 
not to visit Littleport this 
weekend.

THE cosy village of Soham, 
located off the A142 between 
Newmarket and Ely, is of 
historical interest, thanks to 
archaeological findings near 
Devil’s Dyke. 

Hoards of bronze objects, including a 
sword and spearhead from the Bronze 
Age, were found in 1938. An extensive 
ditch system and 800m wooden track¬ 
way were further examples of ancient life 
in the area. 

The local 12th century church, St 
Andrew’s, is built on the very spot where a 
cathedral and palace used to stand in 
900AD, built by a Saxon nobleman. 

One of the village’s local heroes was 
William Case Morris, who travelled to 
Argentina in 1872 and, horrified by the 
poverty he encountered, founded a range 
of children’s homes there. He is still 
remembered fondly in Buenos Aires, 
where numerous statues of him abound. 

But Soham isn’t all about history: it is a 
thriving community with several schools, 
a football team, a library, museum, and 
Re-enactment: A grant to restore parts of Devil’s Dyke near Soham resulted in a re-enactment of an ancient battle between even an annual pumpkin fair. Five top

■ Soham Museum, situated in The 
Pavilion, was established in 1998 to 
provide a living history of the town. 

■ Though it once boasted nearly 50, 
Soham currently has five traditional 
working pubs: The Carpenter’s Arms, The 
Cherry Tree, The Fountain, The Red Lion 
and The Ship.

■ Downfields Windmill, also known as 
Pollards Mill, was first constructed in the 
1720s and rebuilt after a storm in 1890.

Back to age 
of innocence

F OR a man who 

distinguished himself 
in so many areas of 
life, it is perhaps ironic 
that, in Eden End - a 
major revival of which 
comes to Cambridge Arts 
Theatre this week - JB 
Priestley chose to write 
about the one thing he 
could never hope to fully 
understand: unfulfilled 
ambition. 

Bom into modest means in 
Bradford in 1894, John Boynton 
Priestley - known to all as Jack - 
may have appeared, in the words 
of one contemporary critic, 
“pudgy and slow spoken”, but he 
possessed a razor-sharp mind 
that allowed him to transcend his 
humble beginnings as a junior 
clerk in a wool office to enjoy 
huge success as a playwright, 
novelist, critic, social 
commentator and broadcaster. 
Eden End has much in common 
with Priestley’s most celebrated 
play, An Inspector Calls, which

is also making a return to 
Cambridge later this year. Both 
find the author casting back to 
an Edwardian age of innocence 
and exploring the fault-lines 
running through the lives of 
respectable middle class 
families. In Eden End, those 
cracks are exposed by the return 
of Stella Kirby (Charlotte 
Emmerson), the prodigal 
daughter who, eight years after 
running away to be an actress, 
unexpectedly washes up back at 
the family home, burdened with 
disappointment and broken 
dreams, and hoping to find 
comfort in the familiar 
surroundings of her childhood. 

English Touring Theatre’s 
production - which also stars 
Jonathan Firth, brother of Colin 
- is the first major revival of 
Eden End in a decade, and 
received very positive reviews 
when it premiered in 
Northampton in early June. 

At the start of this month, the 
play enjoyed a run in Richmond, 


where the opening night 
audience included one Tom 
Priestley, the only son among JB 
Priestley’s five children, who 
now acts a gatekeeper for his 
father’s legacy and is president 
of the JB Priestley Society. 

When I caught up with him a 
few days earlier, I asked him if 
he recognises anything of his 
own family in the Kirbys. 

“Definitely not,” he says. “My 
father was rather particularly not 
an autobiographical writer: other 
writers just recycle their lives, 
sometimes very effectively, but 
he had a very a different way of 
working.” 

And yet it’s clear that 
something kept drawing 
Priestley back to his own past: to 
those much eulogised summer 
days before the back of Europe 
was broken by the First World 
War. 

“He once said that if he wrote 
a contemporary piece, it was 
very difficult not to make it 
journalistic,” says Tom, who will 
turn 80 next year. “But it’s true 
that for him, pre-1914 was his 
youth, which in a sense was 


destroyed by his experiences in 
the trenches in France. So he had 
a kind of affection for that 
particular period. And of course, 
there’s the irony that we know 
now, with hindsight, that [the 
Kirbys’] whole world was going 
to be destroyed by the First 
World War, and the younger son, 
Wilfred, would very likely have 
been killed.” 

In 1919, Priestley received an 
ex-officer’s grant to study at 
Cambridge and spent three years 
reading modem history and 
political science at Trinity Hall. It 


was not, says Tom, an entirely 
happy experience. 

“I think he found it difficult; 
he felt very much an outsider. In 
those days it was a much more 
upper class thing, going to 
Cambridge, and they obviously 
slightly looked down on him as a 
rough northerner. And of course 
he was 25 - a lot of them would 
have been coming in straight 
from public school at 18, with no 
experience of life at all.” 

Perhaps Priestley’s most 
influential contribution to the rise 
of the workers’ movement 


between the wars was his seminal 
1934 book English Journey, in 
which he recounted his travels 
around the country the previous 
year, highlighting the lives of 
quiet desperation being led by 
millions of ordinary people in 
ports, shipyards and factory 
towns left devastated by the 
Depression. What does Tom 
think he would he make of the 
Britain of 2011? 

“I think he’d be very sad,” he 
says. “I think plainly a lot is 
wrong: you can start with the 
whole banking crisis and all of 
that. He always had a low view of 
people who lived purely by 
money - buying stocks and 
shares, or borrowing money from 
banks to buy up companies and 
then stripping their assets. Are 
they actually creating anything, 
or are they just using them to 
make money? These are the 
things he’d seen in his lifetime; 
can we say they’ve got any 
better?” 

JB Priestley died in August 
1984, shortly before his 90th 
birthday. For a time, his plays fell 
out of favour, until Stephen 
Daldry rescued An Inspector 
Calls from its quiet dotage as a 
staple of the village am-dram 
circuit with his electrifying 1992 
National Theatre revival. One of 
the most garlanded theatrical 
productions of all time, it is this 
version which continues to play 
to packed houses up and down 
the country, leading the way for 
high profile revivals of Time and 
the Conways and now Eden End, 
among others. 

In fact, for all his successes, it 
feels like it’s taken the best part 
of a century for JB Priestley to 
become the one thing you could 
never have accused him of being 
before - fashionable.

HARRY POTTER AND THE 
DEATHLY HALLOWS: PART 2

ALMOST 10 years after the release 
of Harry Potter And The 
Philosopher’s Stone, the most 
successful film franchise in history 
reaches its spectacular conclusion. 
In Harry Potter And The Deathly 
Hallows: Part 2 , The final chapter 
rests heavily on the shoulders of 
Radcliffe and while he has improved 
as an actor, he doesn’t possess the 
range to provide a strong emotional 
connection to Harry’s grief. 
Thankfully, Radcliffe’s woodenness 
cannot wreck one of the film’s best 
scenes - a reunion with long-lost 
friends in The Forbidden Forest. 
Watson and Grint shine in their few 
scenes including that long-awaited 
kiss, and both sob convincingly as 
their teenage wizards come to terms 
with the enormity of their loss. 

It may not be the best film of the 
series - that honour still belongs to 
Alfonso Cuaron’s stunning 
interpretation of Harry Potter And 
The Prisoner Of Azkaban, which 
plumbed the dark, foreboding 
undercurrents of JK Rowling’s 
writing with flair. 

However, Deathly Hallows: Part 2 


brings down the curtain in style. 
The film opens with Voldemort 
(Ralph Fiennes) stealing the 
powerful Elder Wand from 
Dumbledore’s grave, which he will 
use to slay Harry. 

Dastardly acolytes Bellatrix 
Lestrange (Helena Bonham Carter) 
and Lucius Malfoy (Jason Isaacs) 
press forward with their diabolical 
plans, while Severus Snape (Alan 
Rickman) fills the vacant post of 
headmaster at Hogwarts. 
Elsewhere, Harry, Ron and 
Hermione continue their mission to 
track down the final Horcruxes, 
which contain fragments of 
Voldemort’s blackened soul. 

The quest leads to Hogwarts where 


fellow students Neville Longbottom 
(Matthew Lewis), Luna Lovegood 
(Evanna Lynch) and Ginny Weasley 
(Bonnie Wright) are ready to lay 
down their lives to protect Harry 
from Death Eaters. 

It builds relentlessly to the final battle 
at Hogwarts, which is brilliantly 
realised with a seamless conflation 
of live action and dazzling digital 
trickery. 

An attempted break-in at Gringotts 
Wizarding Bank introduces the blind 
dragon which guards the Lestrange 
Vault and the search for Rowena 
Ravenclaw’s lost diadem in the 
Room of Requirement is similarly 
thrilling. There will be few dry eyes 
when the credits roll.

W E’VE come a long 

way since the days of 
sky blue fences and 
decking, the must-haves in any 
makeover project during the 
BBC’s Ground Force days. 

There won’t be a blue fence in sight 
now that Chelsea award-winning 
garden designer David Domoney 
presents Garden ER, an eight-part 
garden makeover series that began last 
week on Channel 5, assisted by co-host 
Bonnie Davies. 

“Ground Force had a very distinctive 
style of garden. Everybody had blue 
fence panels and decking. I’ve 
endeavoured to create every garden so 
differently that you wouldn’t know it’s 
the same designer who’s done all of 
them. 

“I’ve put attitude into the gardens. 
Everything has a personality, matching 
who the homeowner is.” 

Each programme features a 
makeover of an average-sized garden in 
a new housing development in the 
Midlands, with plenty of suggestions 
on how to achieve garden glory on a 
budget. 


Quirky additions include palm trees 
the height of the first floor, 
flamethrowers have been used on 
decking to carbonise the surface, while 
strategically placed mirrors reflect light 
and space. 

The presenters will also be touring 
celebrity gardens, righting some of the 
worst gardening gaffes and ‘pimping’ 
up some garden sheds. 

“Most gaffes involve just planting in 
ones and twos,” Domoney explains. “If 
you want to do a Chelsea-style garden 
and you are planting bulbs, you plant in 
hundreds or in tens. The secret is that 
bold is beautiful.” 

Some people buy a series of different 
small plants when it would be best to 


invest in one significant specimen, he 
adds. 

“I don’t think there’s anything wrong 
in spending £500 or £1,000 on a single 
tree. If we do a garden for about 
£3,000, £1,000 might have been spent 
on a big tree. 

“Rather than go in for the smaller 
stuff, think about putting aside £200 for 
a decent tree and I promise you that 
will make a fantastic difference,” he 
enthuses. 

People often don’t get a balance 
between proportion and scale, he adds. 

“They’ll go out and find a little water 
feature and put it in the centre of a huge 
lawn. The secret is to buy in proportion 
of the space and try and find something 


that’s fitting.” 

Another big mistake people make is 
not investing wisely in stylish garden 
furniture, he observes. 

“If you have friends or relatives 
round for a barbecue, what comes out? 
Low-backed, white resin chairs which 
are looking stained. 

“Kitting people out with decent 
garden furniture is not expensive now. I 
walked into a B&Q and saw a full 
mosaic garden set for about £180. Why 
is everybody still using cheap plastic?” 

Planting at the wrong time can also 
lead to struggling plants and water- 
hungry turf. 

“People lay a lawn in the middle of 
summer, spray it lightly and then leave 


it - and after a few days, part of it’s 
brown.” 

Spring or autumn is the best time to 
lay turf and you need to lay it as soon as 
it’s delivered and keep it well watered 
until it’s established, which could take a 
month or two. 

Seek help if you’re unsure about a 
plant or design idea, he advises. Take 
pictures or cuttings if you want advice 
on design or plant identification and 
take them to your local garden centre 
where staff should be able to help. 

Gardeners on a budget should 
consider the five ‘Fs’ - flooring, 
fencing, features, foliage and flowers - 
he explains. 

“Don’t go for square grey slabs on 
your patio. There are so many different 
shapes, textures and colours on offer. 

“You can enhance fencing, not just 
by using different coloured stains but 
using willow wraps or liquid laminate 
wall art or outdoor mirrors. Treat any 
shed, garage wall, house wall or fence 
panel as you would inside your own 
home. 

“Be bold with features, choosing 
something that fits in with the garden, 
whether it’s water, statues or a gazebo. 

“Foliage is also important. Trying to 
get colour all year round is key. Big is 
good. Buy as big as you can afford or 
buy plants that are fast-growing. 

“Plant perennials such as lavenders 
and other perennials which will come 
back again and again. While they grow, 
use bedding to provide colour in- 
between.”

The eye is led along the creases, 
across the cutaway surfaces and 
the multi-angular effect is highly 
dynamic in total. The sporty 
Zetec-S model tags on a 
substantial rear spoiler, a body kit 
and 16in alloy wheels while the 
Titanium adds chrome detailing 
for the exterior and some classier 
trim materials inside. 

What To Look For 

There shouldn’t be too many 

problems with pre-owned Fiestas 


and if a particular model gives 
cause for concern, just walk away, 
there are plenty of others about. 

Engines are, on the whole, 
reliable but watch for the usual 
signs of wear, particularly on high 
mileage models. 

On the Road 

Engine choices start with the 
58bhp 1.25 and 87bhp 1.4-litre 
Duratec petrol units. 

Then there’s the frugal if rather 
leisurely 65bhp 1.4-litre TDCi. 
Above this level, things start to 
get a bit more interesting. The 
87bhp 1.6-litre TDCi Duratorq 


engine emits just 99g/km of C02 
in the ECOnetic models, and isn’t 
far behind elsewhere with a 
decent turn of pace to boot. At 
the other end of the scale, the 
115bhp 1.6-litre T-VCT petrol 
powerplant makes 60mph in 9.9 
seconds. That’s not hugely rapid 
but the Fiesta driving experience 
still make this model preferable 
over many faster hatchbacks for 
the enthusiast. 

Overall 

The 2008 version must surely go 
down as one of the best Fiesta’s 
ever built.

GLASTONBURY wellies 
are packed away, 
Wimbledon is running 
to schedule and there’s 
an abundance of red 
shoulders on show: yes, 
the English summer has 
finally arrived and it’s 
here to stay (for at least 
a day or two). 

What better time then to 
open the order books for the 
new Volkswagen Golf 
Cabriolet which is back after 
a nine year absence and in 
better shape than ever. Prices 
for the new model range from 
£20,720 to £26,595. 

First shown earlier this year 
at the Geneva Motor Show, 
the new two-door, four¬ 
seater, front-engined soft top 
joins the range alongside the 
Eos hard-top convertible. It is 
fitted as standard with an 
electrically-powered fabric 
roof which can be lowered in 
just 9.5 seconds including on 
the move at speeds up to 
around 18 mph. No separate 
roof cover is needed, 
contributing to the very rapid 
opening time, and resulting 
in less bootspace intrusion 


and meaning that even with 
the roof down, there is 250 
litres of available space. 

The Golf Cabriolet is 
around 20 cm shorter than 
the Eos, measuring 4,215 mm 
in length, 1,424 mm in height 
and 1,779 mm wide. The 
2,578 mm wheelbase (same 
as Golf hatchback) ensures 
there is plenty of interior 
space for all four passengers, 
while a 50:50 split/folding 
rear seat and Easy-Entry 
function ensure maximum 
practicality and good access 
to the rear. 

At the front, the grille and 
bonnet make the new soft- 
top model clearly identifiable 
as a Golf; however from the 
heavily raked windscreen 
back, it’s all new, giving a 
sportier appearance. At the 
rear, new lights plus a deep 
crease in the bootlid are 
distinctive design features. 

What can’t be seen from the 
outside are the differences 
that have been incorporated 
under the skin. In changing 
the hatchback to a soft-top, 
modifications were made to 
ensure that safety, comfort 
and refinement were not 
compromised in the cabriolet 


version. These include 
reinforced window frames 
and structural modifications 
to the underbody, side panels, 
cross-members and doors to 
endow the new car with an 
extremely high level of 
torsional rigidity. Also 
benefiting refinement is the 
design of the fabric roof 
which has an additional 
exterior skin, as well as new 
window and door seals. 

Safety has always been a 
Golf attribute and the 
Cabriolet is no different in 
this respect. An active 
rollover protection system is 


employed, ABS, ESP and front 
and side head/thorax airbags 
are also all standard. 

The new Golf Cabriolet will 
be available with a choice of 
three engines: a 1.2-litre TSI 
105 PS, 1.4-litre TSI 160 PS 
and a 1.6-litre TDI 105 PS. A 
further petrol and two diesels 
will be offered later in the 
year. DSG automatic 
transmission will be offered 
while BlueMotion Technology 
modifications will be applied 
to the diesel engines to 
ensure high efficiency and 
low emissions. 

Three trim levels will be 


offered - S, SE and GT - and 
all will have a high level of 
standard specification, 
featuring 16-inch alloy 
wheels, and Bluetooth among 
other items (for full details 
see the price list by clicking 
here). Moving up to SE, 
features such as 2Zone 
climate control, cruise 
control, parking sensors and 
automatic lights are added, 
while at the top of the range, 
GT adds a number of new 
highlights including sports 
suspension, Alcantara 
upholstery and 18-inch alloy 
wheels. 


With total sales of around 
1.42 million units, 
Volkswagen is one of the 
world’s most successful 
producers of convertibles;

Clift’s top 

THREE Isle of Ely Rowing 
Club scullers earned medals 
at the British Rowing 
Championships held at the 
National Watersports Centre 
in Nottingham at the 
weekend. 

Dan Clift, who is one of the 
GB Start Programme scullers, 
sponsored by Siemens, 
battled against a strong field 
to win in the Under-23 single 
sculling event. 

Clift, who is coached by GB 
Rowing coach Peter Lee, is 
based at the Isle of Ely 
Rowing Club where he trains 
with a squad of young 
talented athletes. 

Having successfully 
progressed through 

qualifying time trials and a 
semi final, Clift lined up in 
the final against five other 


at the British Championships 


scullers from around the 
country. 

Early in the race he 
comfortably moved through 
the field to lead by two boat 
lengths with 500m left to 
race. 

In the closing stages Clift 
caught his blade in a wave 
and ground to a halt. 

Two scullers from Reading 
University and Durham 
University closed him down 
as he struggled to regain 
control. 

With 100m to go, Clift still 
led, but now only by a margin 
of a few feet. However, he 
held his composure to hold 
on and be crowned national 
champion. 

In the J17 single scull 
category, Adam Hughes, who 
has raced for the Isle of Ely 


Club since he first started 
sculling at the age of 14, 
sculled well in the 
notoriously windy and rough 
conditions on the multi-lane 
Nottingham course to seize a 
silver medal. 

Hughes won his semi-final 
race in a time of 9 minutes 36 
seconds, 5.14 seconds ahead 
of the second-placed sculler 
from Thames Rowing Club. 

In the final Hughes was 
just two seconds behind the 
eventual winner from Poplar 
and Blackwell District 
Rowing Club. 

Following his silver medal 
in the single event, Hughes 
went on to compete in the 
J18 coxless quadruple 
sculling event, teaming up 
with Welsh crewmates from 
Rhwyfo Cymru, where they 


came fourth overall, just 
missing out on a medal. 

Hughes has been selected 
to represent Wales in the 
forthcoming Home Countries 
championships.
